These are indeed uncertain times for the 
mutants, and not only because of the volatile 
nature of the humans opposing them, but 
also because they must forge a path for their 
generation (and subsequent generations) to 
follow. Do they use their resources to attack 
their enemies as Cable says they must? Or 
do they invest those resources toward 
Xavier s goal of integrating mutants into the 
mainstream of society? Both choices could 
lead to pain and sorrow. The real question is: 
which choice is worth it? 

Cable says that mutants must be warriors, 
but aren't these mutants also human? What 
is the use of fighting for humanity if in the 
process you lose your humanity? Cable 
says there is a war to be fought and all must 
be prepared to fight. Is the war worth fighting 
if it will strip these mutants of their youth? 
Cable says take the fight to the enemy be- 
fore he takes it to you. Does Cable really 
believe meek means weak? What good 
does the fight do mutantkind if its only re- 
ward is to see your enemies’ tombstones 
beside that of your friends’? 

Xavier's dream gives mutants a chance to 
live for something instead of dying for some- 
thing. With knowledge comes understand- 
ing, and the only way humans will under- 
stand mutants is to know mutants. If the only 
time humans see mutants is when the mutants 
are ravaging their cities and falling from the 
sky like gods in alien spacecrafts, then what 
kind of impression are the humans sup- 
posed to have? Let the mutants crawl cut of 
the underground, come down from the sky, 
and return to the living to bask in the light of 
day. Sometimes that light will be glaring and 
painful, yet someone has to take the first 
step in faith and | doubt it will be the humans. 
Xavier's plan of cohabitating with the humans 
as brothers has been pushed to the back of 
the mutant titles today, yet its fire should be 
rekindled. 

Cable is right—the mutants need a plan. 
But it should be a plan for peace—not war.
